DRAFT LETTER OPENED WITH REFERENCE TO CASTRO* S CONCERN FOR HIS 
SOVEREIGNTY STATED DURING THANT'S VISIT TO HAVANA AND WITH 
STATEMENT THAT SYG THEREFORE UNDERSTOOD CASTRO f S . 
UNWILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT UN INSPECTORS. YOST POINTED OUT 
THIS SEEMED TO IMPLY SOME RECOGNITION BY SYG THAT UN PRESENCE
